The Upland Planning Commission last week 
approved boundaries for the city’s first redevelop- 
ment project area at a special meeting. 

“Project Area No. 1” includes much of the city’s 
southeast side, containing some of Upland’s oldest 
buildings; the westernmost third of the city, includ- 
ing gravel quarries and flood basins; land along the 
route for the proposed Foothill Freeway; and much 
of the property along Foothill Boulevard. 

The total area is 3,350 acres, zoned largely for 
residential use. The council directed the commission 
to review the plan resulting from that survey. 

The commission also accepted a “Blight Re- 
port,” identifying blight within the survey area. 
Those areas found to be blighted made up the final 
project area. Parcels that did not meet the condi- 
tions for blight, and those that were not annexed to 
the city, were not included in the redevelopment 
area. 


Commission Chairman John Zinda was the only 
commissioner to disapprove both the preliminary 
plan and the blighting report. Zinda explained he 
felt rushed by city staff, and his questions on long- 
ee impact of redevelopment were never an- 
swered. 


“J always question when everybody starts push- 
ing things,” Zinda said. “This is a big enough issue 
that maybe we should have the citizens come out 
and. vote on it.” He said he is not sure the people of 
Upland agree that much of their city is blighted, 
technically or otherwise, or if they would empower 
their City Council to enter business projects with 
private developers. 


Redevelopment, as explained by city staff, would 
allow Upland’s Community Redevelopment Agency 
to assist developers in building homes and commer- 
cial projects by providing street improvements, 
water and sewer improvements, low-interest loans 
and other aid. The agency would get its money back 
over a 20- to 30-year period from the increased 
property taxes resulting from development of this 
property. 

Commissioners voted approval of the plan and 
blighting report only after Planning Director Bill 
Young assured them they would review the details 
of each specific project before the city began any 
- redevelopment. 


All commissioners expressed frustration with a 
lack of information. Rod Gunn, the consultant who 
was to explain why so many sections of the city 
were considered blighted and therefore eligible for 
redevelopment, was absent. City staff asked the 
commission to take action on the reports anyway. 


City staff urged approval of the preliminary plan 
Thursday night because the City Council has 
planned action on it for Tuesday. Tim Brown, city 
finance director, told the commission that if the 
redevelopment process is delayed, the city may not 
complete its required hearings by June, and the

Upland school trustees delay 
progress again on site sales

Progress on the sale of two 
unused school sites owned by the 
Upland School District was again 
slowed as trustees agreed last 
week to wait until next month for 
a report on the potential effects 
of such a sale. 

Superintendent George Ren- 
worth explained that a provision 
in the governor’s proposed budg- 
et to penalize districts with sur- 
plus property has been deleted, 
“so our timeline is not quite as 
restrictive.” 

Last month, Renworth suggest- 
ed that the board begin the sale 
of both properties this month to 
avoid the severe penalties once 
proposed in the 1982-83 budget. 

Board members had asked dis- 


trict staff to return at this . 


month’s meeting with figures on 
projected enrollments and the 
possibility of schools needed on 
those sites before declaring the 


property ‘“‘surplus” and begin- 
ning the sale process. Now they 
will wait until March or April for 
the information. 

One site is located on 22nd 
Street just east of Euclid Avenue, 
and the other is on 18th street 
west of San Antonio Avenue. 

In other action Tuesday, the 
board approved the district’s 
quarterly financial report for the 
fall of 1981. Renworth pointed out 
that although federal funding was 
up nearly $30,000, state funding 
was up more than $60,000 and 
local funding was up more than 
$110,000, the district is still facing 
a difficult financial situation be- 
cause some $300,000 in salary 
hikes have been approved for this 
year. 

He explained that the increased 
income was the result of higher 
interest rates paid on the dis- 
trict’s unused balances, and a 
slightly higher enrollment than 
anticipated.

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$328 million to extend 
Foothill Freeway to S.B.

How much will it cost to 
build Route 30 as a free- 
way from La Verne to 
San Bernardino? 

Wesley C. McDaniel, ex- 
ecutive director of the 
San Bernardino Associat- 
ed Governmments (SAN- 
BAG), has come up with 
a tentative pricetag. 

The way McDaniel fig- 
ures it, the cost, based on 
January 1981 dollars, will 
amount to $328 million. 

This includes approxi- 
matly $59 million for 
right-of-way, $224 million 
for construction and $45 
million for engineering 
and environmental work. 

McDaniel discussed the 
projected freeway costs 
at a meeting in Rancho 
Cucamonga Tuesday with 
the Route 30 Corridor 
Group, which includes 
representatives of cities 
along the proposed free- 
way route and other enti- 
and again 


BAG board of directors in 
San Bernardino. 

According to a study 
made by the SANBAG 
staff, the freeway to be 
constructed would extend 
28.75 miles. Of this, 5.69 
miles is in Los Angeles 
County and 23.06 is in San 
Bernardino County. Plans 
call for construction of a 
six-lane freeway west of 
I-15 and four lanes to the 
east. 

Despite the difference in 
the length of right of way 
in the two counties, it’s 
projected that the L.A. 
County right of way will 
cost more than that in 
San Bernardino County. 
McDaniel said this is be- 
cause 126 houses have 
been constructed on the 
right of way in La Verne. 
It has been loosely esti- 
mated, he said, that these 
houses are worth approxi- 
mately $175,000 each, for 
a total of about $22 mil- 
lion. 

This figure, plus an esti- 
mated $13 million for the 
remaider of the L.A. 
County right of way 
boosts the total cost in 
the county to $35 million. 

This compares to an es- 
timated $19 million for 
the right of way in San 
Bernardino County, plus 
$5 million for relocation 
of utilities, or a total of 
$24 million. 

The cost of constructing 
the freeway in both coun- 
ties was set at $224 mil- 
lion. Of this, it would cost 
$184 million to build the 
freeway in San Bernardi- 
no County and $40 million 
in Los Angeles County. 

This means that with the 
$184 million in construc- 
tion costs and $24 million 




















for the right of way, in- 
cluding utility relocation, 
the cost of San Bernardi- 
no County’s expanse of 
the freeway would be $208 
million. 

The cost in L.A. County 
would be approximately 
$75 million — $40 million 
for capital outlay and $35 
million for right of way. 
In both cases, approxi- 
mately 20 percent must 
be added for engineering 
and environmental work. 
In addition to the $40 
million for capital outlay 
on the freeway from 
Damien Avenue in La 
Verne to the Los Angeles- 
San Bernardino County 
Line, a breakdown of the 
construction cost of the 
freeway show: 

— $79 million from the 
county line to a projected 


I-15/Route 30 inter- 
change. 

— $40 million for the 
interchange. 


— $45-million from the 
interchange through Fon- 
tana and Rialto to Cali- 
fornia Street. 

— And $20 million from 
California Street to H 
Street in San Bernardino. 

Reduced expenditures 
were listed for less ex- 
pensive alternative roads, 
including a conventional 
highway and an express- 


way. 

The total cost of a high- 
way was estimated at $81 
million and an express- 
way at $97 million. 

The miles of Route 30 
that fall within each lo- 
cality would include 6.51, 
or 28 percent, in San Ber- 
nardino County; 2.91, or 
13 percent, in Upland; 
6.21, or 27 percent in Ran- 
cho Cucamonga; 1.69, or 
7 percent, in Fontana; 
2.59, or 11 percent, in 
Rialto, and 3.15, or 14 
percent, in San Bernardi- 
no. 

West of the county line, 
the mileage would be 
2.29, or 40 percent, in La 
Verne; 0.79, or 14 per- 
cent, in Los Angeles 
County, and 2.61, or 4% 
percent, in Claremont.
